hould a special guest refe- 

ree be called upon to offi- 

ciate an all important bout? 

There are many pros and 
cons to this question, but the bot- 
tom line rests in the fact that an 
“impartial” wrestler can not con- 
trol order inside the ring any better 
than a licensed official. In New 
York all referees must be licensed 
by the state and in fact, are em- 
ployed by the New York State 
Athletic Commission. The same 
holds true in New Jersey, Mary- 
land, and Massachusettes. In fact 
in every state the athletic commis- 
sion in that state assigns the refer- 
ees to the match. It seems, how- 
ever, that in New York and several 
other cities the athletic commission 
has waived this rule on several 
occasions and allowed non-licensed 
wrestlers-turned referees for the eve- 
ning) to officiate important bouts. 
On the East Coast, Ivan Putski, 
Gorilla Monsoon, Pat Patterson, 
S.D. Jones and most recently Swede 
Hanson have refereed important 
bouts. It seems that whenever some- 
one other than a licensed referee 
steps into the ring to officiate a 
bout some controversy invariably 
ensues. I am not saying that this 
happens deliberately but it seems 
that the egos of these guest referees 
sometimes hamper them from doing 
a just and proper job. 

Although these guest referees do 
apply for and receive referee’s li- 
censes prior to the match they are 
officiating, this piece of paper alone 
does not automatically make them 
qualified referees. To be successful 
at anything takes many years of 
practice and just because someone 


can wrestle does not automatically. 


ensure that he will be a good, fair, 
impartial referee. Would New York 
Met Tom Seaver be qualified to 
call balls and strikes if an umpire

were needed ina pinch? Would Jet, 
Mark Gastineau be an impartial 
linesman in an all important game? 
To believe that this would be the 
case would be ludicrous! This is 
not meant to put everyone in the 
same category. There are many 
wrestlers who would never think of 
being anything but honest, but 
unfortunately there are others who 
would not be fair. 

Recently in an important Lum- 
berjack match in Madison Square 
Garden, involving Superstar Billy 
Graham and Bob Backlund, guest 
referee Swede Hanson was involved 
in a dispute with Superstar Billy 
Graham over whether or not Gra- 
ham actually submitted to Back- 
lund’s Chicken Wing. After a min- 
ute of questioning Graham on 
whether or not he wanted to sub- 


mit, Swede signaled for the bell. 
The match was then awarded to 
Bob Backlund by submission. Gra- 
ham was furious, claiming that he 
didn’t submit. Did he? Guest refe- 
ree Swede Hanson said he did. 
Graham claims he didn’t. Who can 
we believe? In a situation such as 
this it becomes very tricky as to 
who is really telling the truth. If a 
licensed, impartial referee were in 
the ring there would have been no 
question as to the outcome of this 
match. No one would really question 
his authority or impartiality. 

To avoid incidents like this in the 
future the WWF, NWA and the 
AWA should avoid using guest 
referees for important bouts and 
no one’s integrity would be questi- 
oned and we would be spared any 
unnecessary controversy. m

can”t judge a book by its cover,” 
and the last fevv years of Muraco”s 
book read like a horror story. 

A fev years ago, under the man- 
agement of the Grand Wizard, the 
Magnificent Muraco left Hawaii 
and came East. His style was that

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of an arrogant rule breaker. His 
awesome size helped him dish out 
punishment but he took it as well. 
Soon the tall and tan rule breaker 
was undefeated and then went on 
to a series of controversial con- 
frontations with Bob Backlund, 
with each battle ending with a dis- 
qualification or a count out. 

Then on a hot August evening in 
1981, Backlund and Muraco amazed 
everyone with a classic one hour 
bout that ended ina draw. Muraco 
did not win the belt, but he won the 
respect of the fans and the wres- 
tling world. This man was for real. 

He 
was the Magnificent Muraco. 

Next Muraco entered a series of 
unbelievable battles with Pedro 
Morales, the Intercontinental Cham- 
pion. This title was brought into 
the area by Pat Patterson who lost 
it to Ken Patera who then lost it to 
Pedro Morales. Muraco, frustrated 
from his series with Backlund, was 
determined to own a belt. He be- 
came even more aggressive, forcing 
his trademark taped thumbs in 
Pedro's eyes and throat. Yet Mo- 
rales, who has faced the toughest 
men in the sport, held his own and 
in return dished out a tremendous 
amount of punishment. Finally, a 
frustrated Muraco attacked the 
champ with brass knuckles. The 
referee however didn't see this. 
Pedro went down and Muraco was 
the new Intercontinental Champion. 

This honor only made him more 
arrogant. He never actually wore

the belt around his waist but rather 
casually across his shoulder or at 
times around his neck. Now he 
became even more sadistic. He just 
brutally attacked opponents with 
low blows, chokes, eye gouges, and 
weighted objects. He was disquali- 
fied often, but he didn’t care about 
winning, only about injuring his 
opponents. The WWF held secret 
meetings concerning what they 
planned to do about this berserk 
champion but before they could 
take any punitive action against 
Muraco he faced Morales again. 
This time Pedro was the aggressor 
and when Muraco revealed his 
brass knuckles, Pedro went wild, 


grabbing the weapon and using it 
on the “Magnificent One.” The ref 
removed the brass knuckles from 
the ring and Pedro went on to 
defeat Muraco and recapture the 
title. Then the Magnificent Muraco 
vanished. 

We can now report that he went 
home to Sunset Beach, Hawaii. He 
was depressed; and was disgraced. 
Even though winning and losing 
titles is the name of the game in pro 
wrestling and belts often change 
hands, Muraco took his defeat 
very hard. He lived isolated on the 
beautiful island beach, just lying in 
the sun staring at the ocean. Weeks 
drifted into months and months

into years, with no word about his 
return to the ring. 

Fans in the Georgia area know 
the next series of events. The then 
villainous Roddy Piper brought a 
secret weapon into the area. The 
big, awesome, violent Dr. X, a 
masked wrestler who could not be 
stopped. The area had never seen 
anything as aggressive, as arrogant, 
and as sadistic. It was soon revealed 
that Dr. X was indeed The Magnif- 
icent Muraco. He was back and he 
was an even greater threat then 
ever before. On the Fourth of July 
extravaganza at the Omni he de- 
feated former NWA World Cham- 
pion, Dusty Rhodes in one and a 
half minutes. Even after he won he 
continued to punish the man, and 
when Tommy Rich entered the 
ring to aid his friend Muraco des- 
troyed him as well. Rich had to be 
carried out of the ring ona stretcher 
and his scheduled bout with Ivan 
Putski canceled. Muraco was no 
longer hiding behind a mask that 
covered his insecurities, but back 
as the Magnificent Muraco! 

Bob Backlund wrestled Ric Flair 
that night at the Omniand many of 
the big names in the sport were 
present for this confrontation. Lou 
Albano was one of them, and he 
was most impressed with Muraco’s 
destruction of Rhodes and Rich. 
He immediately entered into ne- 
gotiations with the Grand Wizard, 
whostill owned Muraco’s contract, 
and ina huge money deal bought it 
outright. “The man has the moves, 
he’s got the grooves, he has un- 


precedented wrestling ability and 
agility,” explained Albano. “But, 
most important he’s from the Is- 
lands. These people think differ- 
ent; they’re more primitive. I’ve got 
the Samoans under contract and 
now I have the Magnificent One, 
and all I can say is three island 
minds are better than one! So 
Jimmy Snuka beware, brother, be- 
ware.” 

Muraco has now come full cir- 
cle. He’s back in the WWF, under 
the management of Albano. The 
fans take up the chant, “Beach 
Bum,” whenever he enters the ring. 
It annoys him but also seems to 
give him steam. Thus far he’s re- 
mained undefeated. “First I want 
that greaseball Morales who stole 
my belt, than that little pale wimp 
Backlund, who knows I'm his mas- 
ter,” shouts Muraco. “Then I want 
the tag team title.

Also on the card was a tag team 
match involving Japanese favorite, 
Hulk Hogan and Dragon Fujinami 
against Dick Murdock and El 
Canek. In this battle the Hogan- 
Fujinami team emerged triumphant. 
Besides these two sensational bat- 
tles Antonio Inoki wrestled the 
Masked Superstar. The appearance 
of Inoki brought the fans to their 
feet and he did not disappoint them 
as he defeated the Masked Super- 
star with a roll up and pin. After 


the bout it was back on the bus for 
a short trip to Sanai to rest for the 
evening. 


TUES. DEC.7 Thefollovving morn- 
ing, Tuesday, we Пеу from Sanai 
to an island in the south of Japan 
called Takamatsu. The beautiful 
weather and warm temperatures of 
the Island were a welcome contrast 
to Sanai. After arriving in Taka- 
matsu, Hulk Hogan, Tatsumi Fuji- 
nami and I went to a Mall where 
Hogan and Fujinami were sched- 
uled to sign autographs for their 
many fans who turned out in force! 
There were close to one thousand 
people on line desperately trying to 
get the Hulk's and Fujinami’s sig- 
natures on their autograph boards. 
The crowds, anxiety was unfounded 
since Hulk and Fujinami graciously 
signed every autograph request. 
When they left the Mall the appre- 
ciative crowd cheered them long 
and loud. That night there was an 
S.R.O. crowd on hand to see the 
matches. In Takamatsu, Andre the 
Giant caught up with Killer Kahn 
and this time both men were dis- 
qualified for fighting outside the 
ring. Also on the card was a sensa- 
tional battle between Dick Mur- 
dock and Antonio Inoki. The match 
between these two stars was a super 
encounter and finally after 12:08 
Inoki pinned Dick Murdock to 
capture the victory. 


WED. DEC.8 Wetook the train 
for a short one hour ride to Toku- 
shima. We arrived in Tokushima 
relaxed and rested and after un- 
packing, Hulk Hogan and 1 did a 
little sight-seeing, ate a few Mac- 
Donald’s hamburgers and played 
the latest in video games. That 
evening Hulk Hogan and Antonio 
Inoki defeated Dick Murdock and 
the Masked Superstar in a tour- 
nament bout and proceeded to the 
finals. 


THURS. DEC. 9 On Thursday 
after a forty-five minute flight we 
were in Osaka. This time Adrian 
Adonis and 1 did a little sight-

seeing before resting up for the 
night’s card. There was another 
capacity crowd in attendance as 
over 12,000 fans jammed the aud- 
itorium to watch the bouts. Ina tag 
team tournament match Killer Kahn 
and Tiger Toguchi defeated Dick 
Murdock and the Masked Super- 
star to also enter the finals. Besides 
this match there was also an excit- 
ing battle between Antonio Inoki 
and Adrian Adonis which Inoki 
won after a bloody battle. Round- 
ing out the evening was an exciting 
match between Hulk Hogan and 
Andre the Giant. This match was 
yet another of their classic encoun- 
ters. Both men tried desperately to 
defeat the other to establish their 
superiority, but in the end both 


men were counted out of the ring 
and the match was declared a draw. 


FRI. DEC. 10 On Friday we 
boarded the Bullet Train to Tokyo 
as we neared completion of the 
tour. After three sensational weeks 
of matches in which the wrestlers 
traveled from one end of Japan to 
the other the third annual M.S.G. 
tag team tournament finalists were 
Hulk Hogan and Antonio Inoki 
against Killer Kahn and Tiger 
Toguchi. 

Before the matches I made three 
presentations from WRESTLING'S 
“MAIN EVENT”. The first was to 
Mr. Hisashi Shinma who was pre- 
sented a plaque for his outstanding 
work in promoting professional

wrestling throughout the world. 
The second plaque was accepted by 
Mr. Hisashi Shinma on behalf of 
Tiger Mask, who for winning two 
major titles in 1982, was voted 1982 
“Wrestler of the Year.” The last 
presentation was to Antonio Inoki 
who during 1982 accumulated the 
most points in the in Eastern div- 
ision of the International Wres- 
tling Grand Prix tournament. After 
the presentation it was time for the 
main event. 

Over 18,000 fans packed Tokyo’s 
Sumo Palace to watch the wild 
confrontation between Hulk Hogan 
and Antonio Inoki against Killer 
Kahn and Tiger Toguchi. (A report 
on this match can be found in our 
feature “Match of the Month”) 
After 32:18 of explosive non-stop 
action Antonio Inoki and Hulk 
Hogan were the tournament cham-

Once again I would like to thank 
Mr. Hisashi Shinma, Mr. Peter 
Takahashi and the staff of New 
Japan Pro Wrestling for extending 
their warm hospitality to this 
American reporter. Their warmth 
and sincerity will be forever appre- 
ciated. 

I hope you enjoy this capsule 
look intothe makeup of a Japanese 
tour, and appreciate the incredible 
hectic pace wrestlers endure. Every- 
one on the tour spent twenty-one 
nights on the road; traveling in 
buses, eating Japanese food, sleep- 
ing in rooms much too small for 
your average wrestler let alone 
Andre the Giant; having to endure 
endless conversations with people 
who do not understand anything 
you are trying to say. These are just 
a few of the little problems that the 
wrestlers face when they travel to 
Japan or any foreign country for 
that matter. Contrary to what many 
people believe, a professional wres- 
tler’s life is not all glamour and 
excitement. It takes a lot of hard 
work, stamina and inner strength 
to make it to the top and those who 
possess these qualities survive. This 
trip is just a little sample of the kind 
of life these athletes must endure 
365 days of the year. After review- 
ing this, we here at MAIN EVENT 
hope that you have a better under-

ho is the Midnight 

Rider? The true iden- 

tity of this mysterious 

masked man has the 
Sunshine State in a state of frenzy. 
“There is no doubtin my mind that 
the Midnight Rider is none other 
than Dusty Rhodes!” J.J. Dillon 
yelled to everyone within earshot. 
“All you have to do is look at that 
character and anyone in their right 
mind would know that the Mid- 
night Rider and the fat blubber boy 
are one and the same person. Well, 
he thinks he’s pulling a fast one on 
us, but he’s gonna be in for a big 
surprise. I’m going straight to 
the NWA executive office in Kan- 
sas City to talk to Bob Geigel in 
person about this matter and when 
I return we will never see the likes 
of Dusty Rhodes in this sport any- 
more.” 

Why is J.J. Dillon so upset? To 
find out the answer one must first 
know what transpired on Christ- 
mas night in the Bayfront Center in 
St. Petersburg. On Christmas night 
Dusty Rhodes faced the maniacal 
Kevin Sullivan in a *Loser Leave 
Town" cage match. To add to the 
evening's festivities there were sev- 
eral “Santa Clauses" on hand hand- 
ing out candy canes to the children 
in attendance. It wasn't Santa Claus, 
however, that attracted the large 
crowd. It was the thought of seeing

During the 
heat of battle one friendly Santa 
Claus began to distribute candy to 
the crowd from the sack hanging 
over his shoulder. This same Santa 
Claus then walked overto the cage, 
opened the door and gave a present 
to Kevin Sullivan. Santa quickly 
vacated the premises as Sullivan 
gleefully opened up his “Christmas” 
gift and immediately put his pres- 
ent to good use. Sullivan's gift was

Dusty Rhodes out cold! The refer- 
ee then counted and Kevin Sulli- 
van was declared the winner! 

The fans were buzzing; tension 
filled the air. Who was Santa Claus? 
What possessed Sullivan to use 
such a jovial character to do such a 
dastardly deed? Have vve seen the 
last of Dusty Rhodes? At first the 
ansvver to these questions vvas a 
mystery: but soon the truth vvas 
learnedl Santa Claus vvas none 


other than Jake Robertsl Kevin 
Sullivan had paid Roberts a hefty 
sum to perpetrate this depraved 
use of the classic Christmas symbol. 
Despite the duplicity of Sullivan”s 
victory it was sadly announced that 
Dusty Rhodes, as per the term of 
the contract would no longer be 
allowed to wrestle in Florida. This 
announcement thrilled Kevin Sul- 
livan, Jake Roberts, J.J. Dillon 
and the rest of his vile crew! They 
would no longer have to con- 
tend with Dusty Rhodes. But their 
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celebration was short lived because 
as soonas Dusty left, the Midnight 
Rider appeared. 

From the moment that the mys- 
terious Midnight Rider appeared 
in the Sunshine State, he began to 
clean up the area like a latter day 
Wyatt Earp in Dodge City. In just 
a few short weeks the Midnight 
Rider had completely dominated 
Florida like no other wrestler before. 
Although the Midnight Rider re- 
sembles Dusty’s style and physique 
no one knew for certain if they are 


indeed one and the same person, 
but J.J. Dillon is determined to 
learn the truth. After meeting in 
Kansas City with NVVA president 
Bob Geigel, Dillon returned to 
Florida more determined than ever 
to find out the real identity of the 
Midnight Rider. Geigel explained 
to Dillon that his word alone was 
not enough to prove that Rhodes 
was indeed the Midnight Rider. “1 
need positive proof before I can 
make a ruling,” said Geigel. “If 
Rhodes is the Midnight Rider and 
this is proven in front of an NWA 
representative he will be suspended 
for one year nationwide, but as far 
as I know now, Dusty Rhodes is 
not violating any NWA rules since 
he is not wrestling in Florida as per 
the terms of his “Loser Leave 
Town” bout.” 


Right now J.J. Dillon is offering 
$1,000 to anyone who can unmask 
the Midnight Rider and the list of 
men waiting in line to get acrack at 
the money keeps growing and grow- 
ing everyday. So far, Bad, Bad 
Leroy Brown, “King Kong” Angelo 


Mosca, Kevin Sullivan, Snake 
Roberts and even NWA World’s 
Heavyweight Champion Ric Flair 
have been unsuccessful in their 
attempt to unmask the Midnight 
Rider. Will anyone be able to re- 
move his hood? “This imposter has 
got to be stopped,” snarled a deter- 
mined J.J. Dillon. “I want his 
mask.” I want his hide! If anyone is 
able to put him in a hospital, Iam 
willing to give that person a check 
for $10,000! That’s how badly I 
want to prove my point. Dusty 
Rhodes lost a “loser leave town” 
match and if he is the Midnight 
Rider, which I know he is, he is 
violating the terms of the contract. 
For this reason alone he should be 
suspended from wrestling for life! I 
will not give up until justice has 
prevailed.” 

Right now it looks like the Mid- 
night Rider is here to stay. Unless 
someone can unmask this fearsome 
grappler, the wrestling world may 
just have to to contend with a new 
superstar. m

World's Title? 


ould you believe that 

it’s now ten years since 

the “World’s Strong- 

est Man” Ken Patera 
first appeared on the wrestling 
scene. It seems like only yesterday, 
Ken Patera was the pride of the 
U.S. Olympic team, America’s hope 
of gold and glory. Today, ten years 
later Ken Patera is still going strong 
and he is the pride of the wrestling 
world. These past ten years have 
been real good to me,” Ken re- 
flected. “I’ve traveled all over the 
country, faced the toughest men, 
won my fair share of titles and 
accumulated a considerable sum of 
money. But, no matter what a per- 
son has accomplished in his life he 
is still never satisfied until he is rec- 
ognized as the best in his profes- 
sion. Hey, I’m still held in very high 
esteem. Гуе accomplished a great 
deal. There still isn’t a professional 
wrestler around today that is stron- 
ger or better known than me but 1 
still feel that 1 have more to ac- 
complish. 1 have alvvays strived for 
perfection in this sport, and perfec-

tion is determined by the number 
of championships you hold. Right 
now I'm not ashamed to say that I 
don't have any titles, but this will 
change soon." 

Before we discuss Ken Patera's 
future goals it may be interesting to 
review some of his incredible accom- 
plishments. 

Ken Patera was born in Port- 
land, Oregon and as a youngster he 
became interested in weight train- 
ing. After high school Patera entered 
Brigham Young University on a 
track and field scholarship. During 
his collegiate days, Patera captured 
the N.C.A.A. indoor championship 
inthe shot-put. Eventually, he began 
to devote more time to weight lifting 
and it wasn't long before Ken wasa 
world class weight lifter. Servingas 
an alternate in the 1968 Olympics 
in Mexico, Ken dedicated the next 
four years of his life to becoming a 
member of the 1972 U.S. Olympic 
team. Between 1968 and 1972 Ken 
worked out constantly. In short he 
became the top weight lifter in 
America, winning the National 
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weightlifting championship for four 
consecutive years. In 1971 just prior 
to the Munich Olympics, Patera 
captured four gold medals and set 
four new World records in the Pan 
American games. In 1972 Patera 
was indeed ready for the Olympics. 
In Munich he won a bronze medal 
for himself and America. 

After the Olympics Ken Patera 
trained for several months under 
the watchful eye of Verne Gagne 
and Billy Robinson. Once he learned 
all the techniques of his new 
profession, he was ready to make 
his professional debut. In Jan. 1973 
Ken Patera had his first profes- 
sional match and since then he has 
amassed an incredible string of 
victories. 

Early in his career Ken Patera 
wrestled strickly by the book. Using 
this approach Patera met with mild 
success, but he had yet to really 
establish himself as a top contender. 
Those early years were hard on 
Patera, but Ken recalls them fondly. 
“When I first started it was hard. I 
immediately had a reputation to 
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Ken Patera aided by his manager, Bobby Heenan stomps on the fallen Andre the Giant.

uphold due to my Olympic record 
and there were many veterans who 
tried to take advantage of me. ГЇЇ 
admit that some guys gave me a 
rough time at first, but I was usu- 
ally able to overcome my lack of 
experience with my strength. One 
guy who I was matched against 
constantly in those early years was 
Superstar Billy Graham. I com- 
peted against him in arm wrestling, 
weight lifting, feats of strength, 
cage matches and bull rope matches. 
You name the contest and take my 
word for it we competed against 
each other in it. But as strong as 
Graham claimed to be he was never 
quite able to beat me in any kind of 
encounter that required sheer phys- 
ical strength. I remember being 
matched against him repeatedly in 
the AWA area and again in 1974 this 
time in Texas. My only regret is 
that I never had a chance to wrestle 
him when he held the WWF World 
championship. 1 wanted that match 
so bad and to this day I still believe 
that if 1 were given a chance against 
Graham with the WWF title at

stake I would be champion today.” 

In 1976 Ken Patera embarked 
upon his first tour of the WWF, 
and Patera credits Captain Lou 
Albano for “opening up his eyes” 
and “making him a star.” “Before 
arriving on the East Coast I won 
several titles but I still felt some- 
thing was missing: a key ingredient 
to complete success. And, it was 
Captain Lou Albano that pointed 
out this missing ingredient. As 
you can guess, prior to coming 
East, I was a little too easy going, a 
little too soft on my opponents. 1 
learned never to be easy, never to be

soft. Only the tough and only the 
strong survive in this sport and 
since that day I’ve not only sur- 
vived but prevailed!” 

During his ten years in the sport 
Ken Patera has wrestled Bruno 
Sammartino, the former WWF 
champion; Bob Backlund the cur- 
rent WWF champion; Ric Flair the 
NWA champion and also Nick 
Bockwinkel, the AWA king. Al- 
though Ken Patera holds victories 
over Sammartino, Backlund and 
Flair the powerful Patera has just 
not been able to win the title. 
“What can 1 say,” Patera sadly 
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confesses when asked about these 
champions. “I had my chance and 
everyone knows that I defeated 
Bruno Sammartino; I defeated Bob 
Backlund and I also defeated Ric 
Flair. But, unfortunately a title 
cannot change hands by a count- 
out, a disqualification or in a 
match which has been stopped bya 
doctor for excessive bleeding. Just 
ask Bruno Sammartino who was 
his toughest opponent; ask Bob 
Backlund who has given him the 
most trouble; ask Ric Flair why he 
refuses to wrestle me? Then you 
will know why I don’t have a title 
now. But this situation will change. 
Mark my words for it. As soon as I 
finish up around here 1 plan on 
traveling around the world again 
and making my presence known 
worldwide. As far as Nick Bock- 
winkel is concerned, he’s a close 
friend. We are family; Nick, Bobby 
(Duncum) Heegan and me. I would 
never challenge Nick although I 
did wrestle him once after being in 
the sport for only a year. That 
match was not one of my more 
memorable bouts, and I’m certain 
that if we were to wrestle today it 
would be very interesting. But, I 
am not looking for a match against 
Nick. Right now Bobby Duncum 
and I are after the World's tag team 
title, and we have chased Greg 
Gagne and Jim Brunzell all over 
the country. They can run, but they 
can’t hide for long. Bobby and I 
will get them. It’s inevitable. ГЇЇ 
admit that they are good wrestlers, 
but there really is no comparison 
between their skills, physical 
strength and endurance when com- 
pared to ours.” 

What’s next for Ken Patera? 
Will he ever win a World title? 
There is no denying that Ken Pat- 
era is tough, strong, big and power- 
ful. No one will ever question Ken 
Patera’s skills, physical ability, wres- 
tling knowledge, sheer animalistic 
brutality, charisma, charm and 
total confidence. With all of this 
working for him, it’s inevitable that 
someday Ken Patera will rule the 
wrestling world. о

Curt 

Hennig, Eddie Gilbert, 
Mike Graham, Brad Armstrong, 
Kevin, David and Kerry Von Erich 
are just a few of the second genera- 
tion wrestlers that have burst upon 
the wrestling scene in the last sev- 
eral years. But don’t think for a 
second that simply because these 
men have a famous last name it was 
easier for them to make it in the 
wrestling world. Nothing could be 
further from the truth. If anything 
having to live up to a family name 
and reputation is one of the hardest 
things for anyone to do, and this is 
especially true in the wrestling pro- 
fession. Imagine, then just how 
hard it must be on those men 
whose last name is followed by the 
word Junior. Dory Funk Jr. learned 
the hard way how tough it is to live 
up to a reputation, but Dory, as 
everyone is aware, eventually cap- 
tured the NWA World’s Heavy- 
weight crown and he is still going 
strong today.

Bruno Sammartino Jr. is now 
finding out for himself how hard it 
is to be the son of the “Living 
Legend.” But, Bruno Jr. keeps im- 
proving all the time and eventually 
the young Sammartino just may be 
able to live up to his father’s re- 
putation. 

Besides these men there is yet 
another second generation wrestler 
who has the poise and confidence 
to carry his family’s name on to 
greater heights and he is Jacques 
Rougeau Jr. 


In his day, Jacques Rougeau Sr. 
was the number one wrestler in 
Canada. For twenty-five years 
Jacques ruled the Canadian scene, 
and today his son is quickly estab- 
lishing his own name and reputa- 
tion in the sport. 

Jacques Jr. has been wrestling 
professionally for five years, and in 
this time the young Rougeau has 
wrestled throughout the Canadian 
provinces, then in Mexico, Ger- 
many, Georgia, Knoxville, Тепп., 
Kansas City, Mo., the Southeast- 
ern Wrestling territory and most 
recently in Memphis, Tenn. And 
from the looks of things we should 
be seeing and hearing quite a bit 
more about Jacques Rougeau Jr. in 
the future. 

“It was hard on me at first,” 
Jacques said during a quiet moment 
before a match in Montgomery, 
Ala. “I started out in Canada and 
there the Rougeau name is very 
well known. My father and my 
uncle John Rougeau both wrestled 
professionally for over twenty-five 
years, and they were Canadian 
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/

champions in their day. Having to 
follow them made it very hard on 
me at first. As soon as the fans saw 
me they naturally tried to compare 
me to my father and uncle, but the 
comparison was unfair. 1 was merely 
a rookie! I really didn't know too 
much about the sport then, but I 
tried my best to make my family 
and friends proud of me. After my 
initial tryout period, I started to 
travel around and everywhere I 
went 1 learned more about the 
sport. 1 watched everybody! I stu- 


died all the moves and maneuvers 
that the other wrestlers were using 
and some of these I adopted into 
my style. It was a slow process but 
I’m glad I took my time because 
now I am confident and certain 
that in the near future I will return 
to Canada and win the Interna- 
tional title. Both my uncle and my 
father have worn the International 
Belt, and I am determined to bring 
it back to the family.” 

Having been raised in a wres- 
tling family Jacques’ early memo- 
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ries revolve around wrestling life. 
“My brothers and 1 traveled all the 
time with my dad. We would go to 
as many matches as possible, and 
whenever we got to an arena early 
we would get into the ring and toss 
each other around. With that kind 
of background 1 never thought I 
would do anything but wrestle." 
Eventually Jacques’ older brother 
Raymond, entered the professional 
ranks and two years later Jacques 
Jr. joined his brother in the ring. “I 
can't forget my early training," 


was twelve years old. My father 
and my uncle taught him how to 
wrestle. Joe and his brother, Paul, 
even lived in our house in Quebec. 
When I first ran into him on the 
tour after not seeing him for so 
many years I greeted him with a big 


= hug. But he soon changed his ways 


and we became bitter enemies. I 
never did anything to make him 
change his attitude towards me, 
but he did. Eventually, the promo- 
ter signed a match between us, and 
I defeated him to win the South- 
eastern Heavyweight title. This had 
to bethe biggest night in my career. 
Finally, I had captured a major 
title and I had defeated a very 
tough manto win it. Several months 
later, however, Joe LeDuc regained

Jacques said. “We had a ring set up 
behind our barn, and my father 
and my brother Raymond would 
take me out there everyday and put 
me through hell. My father was 
6'4" and 246 pounds and he tossed 
me around like I was a rubber ball. 
But today when I look back at the 
kind of training that 1 received, 1 
really appreciate all the help that 
he gave me. I am especially proud 
when 1 see my record and all my 
accomplishments, knowing that I 
owe it all to my father, for without

ing I would not be here today!” 
After traveling around the world 
and picking up pointers and ехре- 
rience along the way, Jacques found 
himself wrestling in the Southeast- 
ern Wrestling territory and it is 
there that Jacques finally came 
into the spotlight. Wrestling in the 
Pensacola, Florida area Jacques 
captured the prestigious South 
eastern heavyweight title, from one 
time family friend Joe LeDuc. “I

I feel that 
the time is right for me to return to 
Canada and once again reintro- 
duce the Canadian fans to Jacques 
Rougeau Jr. My brothers Raymond 
and Armond have been doing very 
well throughout Canada and 1 feel 
that it is about time for meto rejoin 
the family and show the fans just 
hovv good all the Rougeaus are.” 

Jacques Rougeau Jr. has the 
poise and the confidence of a cham- 
pion. He’s big, strong and powerful 
and with his vast arsenal of holds 
and maneuvers we should be seeing 
and hearing a lot more about this 
talented wrestler in the future. O

“I'm Waiting For You, 
Flair” . . . BUTCH REED 


ne nightin Florida a young 
and agile ButchReed was 
declared the winner of 
his match with the World 
Heavyweight Champion, Ric Flair. 
What seemed like a sweet victory 
however, was soon turned into bit- 
ter disappointment for the elated 
Reed because the pin took place 
during a five minute extension of a 
60 minute match and unfortunately 
did not count in the record book. 
The rules clearly state that a title 
can only change hands during reg- 
ulation time. 
Reed's encounter with Flair was 
very disappointing. He was the vic- 


tor, but not the champion. In addi

tion, Reed was soon a hunted man. 
Flair quickly put a $10,000 bounty 
on Reed. Any man who could pin 
him. would not only be richer, but 
would also have the sadistic and 
rewarding pleasure of putting Butch 
Reed out of wrestling. 

The next few weeks took quite a 
toll on the young athlete. Though 
Flair never had to pay the bounty, 
Butch had to watch his every move. 
Were all the wrestlers he fought 
friends of the champion or just 
money-hungry? Reed never found 
out. He had to fight for his life and 
his career, but he came out of his 
ordeal much stronger and wiser. 
Eventually Reed left Florida and 
was soon appearing in Georgia. 
But the question remained did he 
come back to Georgia to help an 
old friend or was he luring Flair 


out of familiar waters? Upon his 
arrival very little was said about his 
recent bout with Flair. Reed ap- 
peared to be quite confident. AH 
though he boasted, ranted and 
raved, he never once mentioned his 
feud with Flair. Eventually it was 
learned that he came to Georgia to 
even the score; to correct the injus- 
tice that had taken place in Florida. 

The Georgia fans adored *Hack- 
saw." They hung on his every word 
and watched him back up all his 
claims. The Riches, Tommy and 
Johnny, recognized a friend in Reed 
when he challenged their old foe, 
“Маа Dog," Buzz Sawyer. As a 
special present to them, Butch met 
Buzz in a cage match with the spe- 
cial option of a long overdue hair- 
cut for the already balding Sawyer. 
Butch kept his promise and the 
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defeated Sawyer soon resembled a 
billiard ball. 

Life hasn’t always been easy for 
the young wrestler. It seems like 
only yesterday that Reed had a 
bright future in professional foot- 
ball. A superb athlete since his 
early high school days in Missouri, 
sports was his life and football was 
his first love. His excellence in 
football made him a star in college 
and eventually earned him a post 
tion with the Kansas City Chiefs as 
a middle linebacker. His future 
with the Chiefs was cut short how- 
ever when an ankle injury forced 
him into early retirement. With his 
professional football career a thing 
of the past, Butch had to go for- 
ward. He wanted an athletic career, 
but one that would not be so stress- 
ful on his badly damaged ankle.

Having wrestled in college, Reed 
decided to give professional wres- 
tling a try. In 1978 Butch joined the 
mat wars starting his career in 
Vancouver, Canada.

When he first wrestled 
in Georgia, he wastag team partners 
with his cousin, George Wells. One 
was seldom seen without the other. 
Butch was always the quiet one 
while George was the spokesman. 
They were an excellent tag team 
and captured several tag team titles. 
Butch moved on to Florida where 
he teamed with a new partner, 
Sweet Brown Sugar. Sugar con- 
stantly worked with Butch and 
improved his wrestling skills and 
helped him create a style all his 
own. With his previous training 
and sports background Reed had 
all the right ingredients to make 
him the star he is. His quick cat- 
like moves resemble those of a 
black panther, stalking his prey, 
fast and deadly. In the short time 
that he has been wrestling profes- 
sionally, Reed has everyone talk- 
ing about the tough opponents he 
has easily defeated in his endless 
string of victories.

is easy to compare him to Strong 
Man Tony Atlas. Aware of the 
comparison, Butch said, “Tony 
Atlas is a tremendously strong per- 
son.

That night a young Pedro vvas also 
on the Madison Square Garden 
card in a match against Willie 
Bath. No one realized he”d be back 
at the Garden for may future tri- 
umphs. Pedro vvas also on the card 
the night Bruno lost the title to the 
povverful “Russian Bear”, Ivan 
K oloff. Pedro astounded the wres- 
tling world when one month later 
he defeated Koloff in ten minutes 
and forty seconds. Morales vvas 
now champion, removed from the 
shadows and basking in the lime- 
light at last. 

He was a great champion. Dur- 
ing his reign one of the classic con- 
frontations of all time took place, a 
dream match held in massive Shea 
Stadium; Bruno Sammartino vs. 
Pedro Morales. The two legends 
battled it out in the pouring rain 
for 75 minutes until the match 
ended ina draw, but everyone, fans 
and wrestlers alike, admitted that 
Pedro was indeed the equal of “the 
Living Legend.” 

Pedro held the WWF title for 
over two years, and finally lost it in
